The constant expansion of baseball is leading to a 
more serious consideration of it as a business career for 
young men. 
Every year a few more leagues become 
established. They offer new openings to young men to

; any otjier employment. 
When a fellow can draw bis 
$50 and upward a week, it is hard to persuade bim that 
in the long run he might make more money to enter a 
business office at $15. 
The expected retirement this fall of Hans Wagner, 
a leading hero of the diamond, marks tjie culmination of 
a career lasting about twenty years. 
It is an exceptional 
case of endurance. 
If the average player could likewise 
look forward to twenty years, the business would be 
more worth while. 
But the average career is under 
rather than over ten years. 
As it usually works, easy money leads the player to 
contract expensive habits. 
When quitting time comes 
he has no capital and no trade. 
He must begin some­

Capable and gifted fellows fare better and 
better. 
If they have grit and self-control, and spend 
their spare time winters in acquiring the-rudiments of 
some business, they should be in a position, when they 
quit at thirty, to make a favorable start in trade.

total, including shipments to Alaska,

year. The 
.4911 year’s total included 30,136 complete 
.487'cars, valued at $27,797,642; automobile 
.450 Urea. $4,159,454; automobile engines, 
.319; $1,391,893; and miscellaneous parts not 
specified, $6,787,575. 
With the sole exception of 1908, ev­ 
ery year during the past decade has 
shown an advance in value of Ameri­ 
can automobiles sold to foreign coun­ 
tries. In the fiscal year 1900, accord­ 
ing to the Bureau of Foreign and Do­ 
mestic 
Commerce, 
Department 
of 
Commerce, the value of automobiles 
exported was $1,895,605; in 1909, $5,- 
387,021; and in 1914, exclusive of parts 
and shipments to our own non-con- 
tigious territories, $26,574,574, having 
quintupled in five years and increased 
thirteen-fold in a decade. 
Europe bought nearly one-half 
of 


our entire sales of automobiles to for­ 
eign countries last 
year, 
although 
some shipments thither are for re-ship­ 
ment to other parts qf the world. To
